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(57) Abstract: The present 
invention relates to devices 
comprising electrosensors 
containing capture reagents, their 
preparation thereof, and their use 
for detecting preferably, quantitative 
measurement, of analyte in a liquid 
sample. In particular, the invention 
relates to an enzyme electrosensor, 
e.g., electroimmunosensor, device 
for electrochemical detection and 
preferably, real-time measurement, 
which is suitable for use at 
point-of-care settings by unskilled 
personnel. 
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
